The. jones-Horgan controversy has 


continued this week and there have 
been some new developments. 
Mr.

This was stopped by Mr Jones, who 
called upon the police to assist, and 
then the work .was resumed for a 
time within the building that was to 
be repaired.

Par- 
sonage, whir moved his office into a 
building farther up -the srreetl 
As 


Mr. Horgan had begun work without 
a permit from the Inspector of Build- 
ings, the work was halted'until prop- 
er application was' made and the per- 


^ mil granted; but even this did not 


?ecm .to settle, matters between the 
two pieces of property. 


Another phase of the situation at 


that particular sjwt .was developed 
when,-Mr. Frederick P. Garrettson, as 
a citizen, made a complaint that a 
pole near by, carrying a large num- 
ber of wires belonging to different 
companies, was unsafe by reason of 
<!ecay. 
This brought Chief Kirwin, 


officials'of the various wife compa- 
nies, and".other citizens,, including 
Dr. Flynn, on 'the.' spot. 
After a 


careful examination of the pole it 
was decided that the evidence of "decay 
was superficial and the pole was pro- 
nounced safe.

There were further developments 


in the case on Thursday. Building 
Inspector Douglas halted the work on 
the repairs' to the Franklin street 
building for a time, claiming that the 
material that was being used for mor- 
tar was mixed with ashes instead of 
sand. A load of sand was subsequent- 
ly brought to the scene o£ operations, 
hut there was another development 
when a civil- writ was served by Dep- 
uty Sheriff King in an action, of tres- 
pass brought 
by 
Mrs. Kathorine 


Jones. The tract between the Jones 
and Horgan properties is very nar- 
row, and if the workers cannot go on 
to the Jones land the difficulty of 
leaking repairs will be greatly in- 
creased.

as carried on in 1919. The author!-' 
ties who come-in for .their share of 
the denunciation are former Secre- 
tary of tho Navy Daniels and As- 
sistant "Secretary Roosevelt/ There 
is no question but that .Secretary 
Daniels had it in for Newport, to use 
a common expression, and he was 
willing to' use any measure for injur- 
ing the place. The rei»rt says: 


"After a careful and painstaking 


investigation, the committee believes 
that the-charges submitted by the 
clergy of Newport and by the Prov- 
idence Journal were justified by the 
conditions that .existed 
and 
have 


been proved to the satisfaction" of the 
committee. 


"In the opinion o{ .the committee, 


both the Providence Journal and the 
clergy of Newport deserve the thanks 
of^the people at large, and in partic- 
ular the parents of the boys who 
served and are. serving in the Navy 
of the United States, for bringing 
this matter to the attention of tho 
Senate, and for their assistance to 
the committee in supplying1 the evi- 
dence which they gathered. This en- 
abled, the committee to investigate 
fully into the alleged immoral con- 
ditions at Newport,'R. I., in an in- 
telligent "mar.ner. 
As a,result-of 


these activities the committee be- 
lieves the immoral conditions among 
the enlisted personnel at the Train- 
ing Station have been largely elimi-

It wns n hew town to which Kamson 


returned. The governor nnd the slnte 
officers hnd moved'to Springfield. The 
new cni)lt9l was Hearing completion. 
The hard'times which had followed 
the ilownfnU of '37 had unjustly dim- 
inished Sir. Lincoln's confidence In his 
•ability as a legislator. 
He enjoyed 


the practice of the law, which hail be- 
gun to liirn his Interest from the.af- 
fairs of slate. But the pot of political 
science boiled before the fireplace In 
the rear of Joshua Speed's store every 
evening that Lincoln nnd his associ- 
ates were In Springfield. The wit nnd 
wisdom .which bubbled into its vnpors 
and the heat that surrounded it were 
the talk of the town. 
Many came 


to witness the process and presently 
It wns moved, for n time, to more 
accommodating quarters. 
Before n 


crowd of people In the I'reshvlorlnn 
church, 
Lincoln, Tx>gan, Baker nnd 


Brownlnu for the Whigs, and Douglas. 
Cnlhoun,' Lnmborn and Thomas for 
-the Democrats, having 
assiduoujfy 


•prepared for the trial, debated the 
.burning issues of the time. The effort 
of each flUed nn evening- and Lincoln's 
speech gave him new hope of himself. 
Wise men began .to have grea£ confi- 
dence; in his' future. . He had taken 
the style of Webster for. his model.' 
He no longer used the broad humor 
which had characterized his efforts on 
the •stump. 'A study of the best 
speeches of the great New Englander 
hnd made him Question Its value In 
a public address. Dignity, clear rea- 
soning and impresslveness were the 
chief alms of his new method, the lat- 
ter of which is aptly Illustrated by, 
this passnge from his speech In reply 
to Douglas In .the debnte mentioned: 


"If I ever feel the soul within me 


elevate and expand to those dimen- 
sions not wholly unworthy of its Al- 
mighty Architect, It Is when I con- 
template the cause of my country de-. 
aerted by all the world besides, and 
I standing up boldly and alone and 
hurling defiance at her victorious op- 
pressors. Here without contemplating 
consequences before high heaven and 
In the face of the world I swear eter- 
nal fidelity to the Just cause, as I 
deem it, of the land of my life, my 
'liberty and my love." 
. 
In these perfervld utterances one 


may find little to admire save a great 
spirit seeking to eipress Itself and 
lacking as yet the refinement of taste 
equal to his undertaking. 
He was 


no heaven-born genius "sprung in full 
panoply from the head of Jove." He 
was just one of the slow,, common 
folk, with a passion for Justice and 
human rights, slowly feeling his way 
upward. 
His spirit was growing. 


Strong in its love and knowledge of 
common men and of the things neces- 
sary to their welfare, It was beginning 
to seek nnd know "the divine power 
of words." Every moment of leisure 
he gave to the study of Webster nnd 
Durkc and Byron and Shakespeare nnd 
Burns. He had begun to study^the 
art of Irving nnd Walter Scott and of 
a new writer of the name of Dickens. 
•Th'ere were four men who slept with 
him in the room above Speed's store, 
and one of them has told how he used 
to lie sprawled on the floor, with his 
pillow and candle, reading long after 
the others hnd gone to sleep. Samson 
writes that he never knew n man who 
understood the art of using minutes as 
he did. 
A detached minute was to 


him a thing to be .filled with value. 
Yet there were few men so deeply in 
love with fun. 
He loved to laugh at 


a story-telling and to njatch his hu- 
mor with Thompson Campbell—a fa- 
moo« raconteur—and to play with 
children. 
Fun was as necessary to 


him «s «leep. He searched for It in 
people and in hooks. 


He came often to Samson's house 


to play with "Hr. Mrabl'e'^and to talk 
with Joe. Some of his best thought! 
came when he was talking with Jo« 
and some of his merriest moments 
when he was playing with "Mr. Nim- 
ble." 
He confessed that It wns the 


latter thnt reminded him that he had 
better be looking' for a wife. 


ttnt Lincoln was only one of many 


remnrSfiMe p*,rtr>nallil« in Springfield 
who hnd discovered theraselvc-j and 
were seeking to be discovered. Sun- 
dry Individuals were lifting thelr.hosdi 
above the crowd, but not with th« 
modesty and self-dlstniit of Honest 
Abe. "Steve" Douglas, whom Samson 
had referred to tu "that little rooSeV 
of ,a rrnin." nut on Ihe stUts vf a.'nraYe 


anil ponderous vigor, 
flli 
five-foot 


stature and hU hundred pounds of 
weight did not fit the part of Acblllo. 
But he would have no other. lie blus-> 
tcred much with a spear too heavy for 
his hands. 
Lincoln used to call him 
i kind of popgun. 


'Tills free-for-all Joust of Individual- 


ism—one of the first fruits of freedom 
in the West—gave to the life of tho lit- 
tle village a rich fliivor of comedy, 
The great talents pf Douglas had not 
been developed. IIIs'character was as 
yet ehlfty and shapeless. 
Some of 


the leading citizens openly distrusted 
him. 
Lincoln never liked this little 


man. In opposing whom he was to 
come to the fulness of his power on 
Ihe platform. 
It Is evident thnt Lin- 


cpln'regorded him an an able, advocate' 
of small sincerity looking ctdefly for 
personal advancement. 


There Is a passage in the diary 


which Illustrates the character of Dou- 
glas and Lincoln's knowledge of It. 
The passage rcjatos to 'a day In Ihe 
famous debates qf 1858. Lincoln bad 
not reached Havana In time to hear 
the speech of his opponent. 
A great 


crowd had come by train and In 
wagons. Taking advantage of his ab- 
sence, Douglas hrfd culled Lincoln "a • 
liar, a coward nnd a snenk." ami de- 
clared I ha (lie was going to fight him. 


Lincoln heard of this nnd snld In 


bis speech: 


"I shall not light with JuJse. Doug- 


las. 
A fight could prove nothing at 


Issue In this campaign. It might p'rovo. 
Hint he is n more muscular innn tlinn 
I, or that I am a more muscular man 
than lie, but this subject Is not men- 
tioned in cither platform. 
Agnln, he 


and I are really very good friends and 
when we are together he would no 
more think of fighting me than of 
fighting his wife. Therefore, when Ihe 
judge talked nbout flglitlrn:, he was 
not giving vcrtt lo any ill feeling, lint 
was trylns to excite—well, let us say, 
enthusiasm nsalnst me on the- iinrt of 
bis audlc-nct1." 


Justice accomplished her ends now 


and then with comic displays of vio- 
lence In the prairie cnp!t;i1. One night 
Abe Lincoln and certain of bis friends 
captured n shoomnkcr who had txmten 
his wife anil held him at (he village 
pump while the aggrieved woman gave 
him n Bound tlirnshlng. So this phase' 
of Imperialism was cured In Spring- 
field by "hair off tlie same dog," as 
Lincoln put'It. 
i 
' ' . - ' . 


One evening, while K D. Baker was 


speaking in the crowded.village court- 
room above Lincoln's office nnd was 
rudely Interrupted nnd In danger of 
assault, the' long legs of Honest Abe 
suddenly appeared through a scuttle 
hole In the celling above the platform. 
He leaped upon It and seizing a stone 
water pitcher defied any one to inter-" 
fere with the right of free speech In 
a worthy cause. 


So It will be seen that there were 


zestful moments in these sundry vindi- 
cations of the principles of Democracy 
In the prairie capital. 


• About this time Mils Mary Todd, the 
daughter of a Kentucky banker, ar- 
rived In Springueld-to visit her sister, 
Mrs. Nlnlan W. Edwards. ,She. was a 
fashionably dressed, good-looking .girl 
of bluergray .eyes nnd dark hair." 


"Well, Mary, haven't yoa found the

USBAND AND HIMSELF 


Harry E. Hemming'Shot Dead as

The official answer Is quoted 
from Itose & Carless' Manual of Sur- 
gery, as follows:

la to lay Ihe carbuncle freely open un- 
der nn anesthellc and acrape .with n 
sharp spoon or cut away all sloughs 
unlll healthy tissue Is reached, and 
then,to disinfect the cav-Jty thoroughly 
with pure carbolic acid or peroxide of 
hydrogen (10 volumes). The hollow 
•thus formed is packed with gauze 
soaked In an lodoform emulsion (10 
per cent.) and allowed 
to heal by 


granulation. 'Good food. Iron, quinine 
and alcohol according to Judgment, 
must be administered, while appropri- 
ate medicine (e. g., codeine or opium)' 
nnd llmllniions of diet arc necessary 
In diabolic patients."
